“My India” is not a tourists’s glimpse 
of India.

The would- 
be grooms walk along examining feet 
closely. Those that are tough with 
corns and callouses are most in demand 
as these blemishes, to Western eyes, at 
any rate, indicate that the woman is 
accustomed to work.

Senate Considers Oil 
Bill; House Looks
